It is a wonder that an inkling ol ! 
the insufficiency of any scheme to in- I 
crease circulation other than the | 
steady day- by day or week-by-week 
making ol a newspaper good enough I 
to attract readers does not often enter 
the acute brains of newspaper mana- 
gers. 

During the past four or fi e years 
there have been myriads of schemes 
concocted to induce people to buy 
newspapers. Many newspapers have 
risen to more or less dizzy heights ot 



prosperity, and have gradually sunk 
again to the level of their merits as 
newspapers. Some, indeed, have 
shrewdly reran* I zed the illusory na- 
ture oj^kt- promises held our hy the 
coupon, the book, the picture, and 
other devices ami have used them 
merely to altrnr t attention to their 
sulist rntial merits. These have prof- 
ite.l permanently. But for one that 
has followed the schemes with real 
improvement, nnd thus held some of 
the transitory renders, there are scores 
that have not done any thing ol the 
sort, and have gained nothing bu an 
unpleasant experience. 

Their is but one wuy too boom cir- 
culation that is really worth consider- 
ing. 

It is to make a good paper. 
Everybody feels the need of a news- 
pader, Bird everybody is going to buy 
the best newspaper offered him — ac- 
cording to his iliasis of judgment ol 
which the best is: 

it follows, as night follows day, 
that to successfully boom circulation 
tile needs and tastes of prospective j 
buyers must be carefully studied, and j 
then the paper must be made a got d j 
paper, according to the judgment c f 1 
the people who are expected to read 
it, rather than according to the taste 
of the man who makes in. 

The fundamental error of a large j 
proportion of editors wlro do not at- j 
tain the degree of success they desire j 
is that they endeavor to iuduce the I 
people to read their sort ot a nervspa- 
per. Now a man wears the sort of l 
clothes that suit his own taste. He 
also reads the newspaper that comes 
nearest to giving him the sort of 
newspaper reading he wants. 

To people hungering for a newspa- j 
per it is useless to ofler cheap repro- 
ductions of paintings, cheaper gotten | 
up books, etc It’is useless to ofler 
them anything but the sort of news- j 
paper they demand. What grocer 
would think of wrapping lip a sweet 
potato for a customer that called for a 
lemon? 

It is the news that people want in 
newspapers, and when they buy I 
newspapers. A full recognition of I 
that fact must constitute the founds- { 
tion stone of any nnd nil schemes to 
boom circulation, or the manager will 
be forced to "eat snowballs,” or ap- 
ples ol Sadon. — [Ex.

It is impossible to alter the Eng- 
lish lnngungo for the sake ot insur- 
ing pathological accuracy, and, how- 
ever erroneous may be tire Idea con- 
veyed, the phrase "bilious attack" 
stands as representing a group of 
symptoms which are popularly sup- 
posed to point to disordered liver 
os their origin. It is important, 
however, says the Hospital, not. to 
lie misled by such phraseology. Con- 
fident as the man in the street may 
be in the efflcucy of his liver as the 
cause of all his woes, we know, and 
ought to act upon the knowledge, 
that in so-called “biliousness’ or 
“bilious attacks" the liver is only u 
secondary sufferer. 

In a lecture by Dr. Saunby, re- 
cently published in the Clinical Jour- 
nal, it is emphatically asserted that 
au ordinary bilious attuck is really 
an attack ofcatarrahalinflammation 
of the stomacb and duodenum. Per- 
haps we should feel inclined to lay 
more emphasis than he does on the 
importance of neurotic element and 
the necessity, and even the difficulty, 
of differentiating from pure gastro- 
duodenal catarrh cases of rnigratno 
or of gastric neuralgia. It is clear 
enough to those who see much of 
such cases that no strict line of de- 
marcation can always be drawn. It 
thus often enough occurs that, even 
in obviously neurotic ailments, tbe 
traditional blue pill and saline are 
found of service; not that they cure 
the neurosis, but they relieve the 
superadded inflammation. 

Still it must be recognized that 
"biliousness" and "bilious attacks" 
are related to stomach and' duode- 
uum and not to liver, and that in 
their causation there is no inflamma- 
tory element which must be con- # 
sidered in their treatment. It we 
look on "biliousness” as due to a 
“torpid liver," which requires stim- 
ulating, wo land ourselves In the 
fogs of some of the most disputed 
points in therapeutics; but if we ac- 
cept whut physiological pathology 
teaches, viz., that it is the result of 
an Inflammatory chauge in the mu- 
cous lining of the stomach and 
duodenum, the treatment becomes 
plain. Simple, unirritating food, 
which will not injure the tender lin- 
ing of the stomach, and will not by 
its fermentation stretch and strain 
it, together with such aperients as 
will drain it speedily of its contents 
and leave it soon at rest, give us the 
best hope of quick relief. 

Dr. Saunby says that Abernethy 
defined a bilious attack as that con- 
dition which is relieved by a blue 
pill, and it is still true that five or 
ten grains of blue pill at bedtime, 
followed in the morning by a tea- 
spoonful of Carlsbad salts dissolved 
In hot water, and sipped while dress- 
ing, gives the best results in this 
complaint. The treatment of bilious 
attack is to be conducted not on 
vague notions of stimulating tire 
liver, but in accordance with the 
well-known principles of treating 
inflammation; rest, so far as may be, 
to tho inflamed part, and draituige, 
bv blue pill, to remove the products 
of its inflammation. 



TO HEAR THE PHONE. 

Noisy Shops and Factories Adopt a 
Whistle Call. 

Manager Fowler, of tho telephone 
exchange, Ashland, Ky., has devised 
an ingenious attachment for tele- 
phones, to be used in factories und 
strops where tho amount of noise 
makes it almost impossible to hear 
tire call bell of the instrument. It 
■consists of a steam whistle, which 
is turned on by means of a lever 
operated by magnetism. When tho 
instrument is called from the ex- 
change, tho bell riug as usual, and, 
by tire electric current passing 
through a magnet, a weight is re- 
leased which pulls the lever to the 
whistle. Once started, the whistle 
keeps up its shrill note until some 
one answers the call and turns off 
the steam, which is done by simply 
replacing the weight. One of theso 
attachments is being placed at tbe 
local steel plant, another at the tan- 
nery, and several more will proba- 
bly Ire installed in sawmills and simi- 
lar establishments. — Cincinnati 
Tribune.

Dispatches from Panama tell in 
an uncertain way of the finding of 
11,000,000 in Spanish gold and silver 
on tho island of Coco*, near Vcra- 
guas, said the San Francisco Chron- 
icle, recently. There has always 
been much mystery about the treas- 
ure which was supposed to be hidden 
on the island. A pirate who was 
vaguely known os Capt. Martin 
roamed the sea early in the present 
century. One of bis cruisers lay 
along the coast of Peru. After drop- 
ping anchor at many of the principal 
ports along the shore his crow of 
freebooters boldly Invaded the 
churches of the towns and took with 
them ecclesiastical treasure of great 
value. Houses were robbed and 
burned, stores were pillaged, and 
rich nten who fell Into the hands of 
the pirates were forced to purchase 
their freedom at an exorbitant price. 

This booty, it has been popularly 
supposed, was hidden somewhere 
about the rugged shores of Cocos 
island and near Wafle bay. Close to 
the beach is an immense arch, formed 
by two cliffs, whose summits meet in 
one peak. Somewhere along the sur- 
face of this arch, on the west side 
and along the base of the rocky cliffs, 
it was believed there existed a piv- 
otal rock, which, when released, 
would reveal an opening to the vault 
of the long concealed treasure of the 
Incas aud Peruvians. The nearest 
point on the Central American coast 
-to Cocos Island Is Punta Arenas, In 
Costa Rica, about 300 miles away. 
The distance from Panama Is fully 
680 miles. 

Early In June, 1893, Capt. Geisler, 
iof Stockton, accompanied by teD 
New York capitalists, chartered the 
steamer Acapulco for an exploration 
of the Island, the captain being sat- 
isfied that he could find the treasure 
bidden by the pirates. It was on the 
afternoon of the 10th of that month 
that the vessel came to anchor In 
"Wafle bay, on the north side of the 
island. Upon the shore of a bend in 
the bay the treasure seekers saw a 
small building, and straining their 
eyes they beheld smoke tumbling 
irom the chimney. Boats were low- 
ered and preparations made to land. 
As the voyagers neared the beach 
two men run from the door of the 
cabin to the beach. With all the 
ardent energy of his nature Capt. 
Geisler hurriedly took the party to 
the spot where he believed the treas- 
ure to be hidden. They could not 
find the pivotal rock, however, and 
for days and days they lived with the 
two men whom they found upon the 
Island. 

Baffled in their efforts to find the 
gold and silver, Capt. Geisler gloom- 
Ify and reluctantly weighed anchor 
and returned to San Francisco.
